Speftres have an odd Faculty of Cloathing the 
moſt Subſtantial and Corporeal Inſtruments of 
Torture, with Ivi/ibility, while the Wounds there- 
by given have been the moſt palpable "Things in 
the World ; fo that the Sufferers affaulted with 
Inſtruments of Iron wholly w»ſcen to the Standers- 
by, thof to their coſt ſeen by themſelves, have 
upon ſnatching, wreſted the Inſtruments out of 
the SpetFres Hands, and every one has then imme- 
diately not only beheld, but handled, an Iron Inftru- 


| ment taken by a Devil from a Neighbour. Theſe 


wicked Spe&res have proceeded ſo far, as to Steal 
ſeveral Quantities of Mony from divers people, 
part of which Money has before ſufficient Specta- 
tors been dropt out of the Air into the Hands of 
the Sufferers, while the Spetfres have been urging 
them to Subſcribe their Covenant with Death.

monies which that Good man bore againſt it; at 
laſt, on a Night after the people had Retired 
Home from a Revelling Profanation of the Lords 
Day, there was heard a Great Noiſe, with Rat- 
fling of Chains, up and down the "Town, and an 
horrid Scent of Brimſtone filfd the Neighbour- 
hood.

ans Kingdom, now going to be Erected ; he was 
Accuſed by nine perions, for extraordinary Lift- 
ing, and ſuch Feats of Strength, as could not be 
done without a Diabolical Afliftance. And for 
other fach Things he was Accuſed, until about 
Thirty Teſtimonies were brought in againſt him ; 
nor were theſe, jadg'd the half of what mighe 
have been conſidered, for his Conviction : however 
they were enough to fix the Character of a Witch 
upon him, according to the Rules of Reaſoning, by 


the Judicious Gaze, in that Caſe directed. 


WH. The Court being ſenſible, that the Teftimo- 
nies of the Parties Bewitched, ule to have a Room a- 
mong the Suſpiciens, or Preſumptions, brought in as 
gainft one Indited for Witchcraft, there wers 
now heard the Teſtimonies of ſeveral Perſons, 
who were moſt notoriouſly Bewitched, and 
every day Tortured by Inviſible Hands, and theſe 
now all charged the Spedres of G. B. to have a 
ſhare in their Torments. At the Examination of 


- this G. B, the Bewitched People were grievoully 


haraſſed, with Preternatural Mifchiefs, which could 
not poflibly be Diſlembled ; and they till aſcribed 
it unto the Endeavours of G. B. to kill them. And 
nhew upon his Trial, ene of the Bewitched Pers 
fons teltify'd, That in her Agonies, a little Black

That he often - perſecuted her, with the offer of 
that Book, ſaying, She ſhould be well, and need fear 
2 body, if ſhe would but - Sign it : but he inflicted 
crucl Pains and Hurcs npon her, bzcauſe of her 
Denying 1o to do. The Tcitimonies ot the other 
Suffercrs concurred with theſe ; and it was Re 
markable, that whereas Biting, was one oi che ways 
which the Witches uſed, for the vexing of the 
Sufferers, when they cry*d out of G. B. biting 
them, the print of the Teeth, would be ſeen on 
the Fleſh of the Complainers ; and juſt fuch a fete 
of Teeth, as G. B's would then appear upon them, 
which could be diſtinguiſhed from thoſe of ſome 
other mens, Qthers of them teſtify*d, That in 
their Torments, G. B. tempted them, to go unto 
a Sacrament, unto which they perceived him with

JII. It has been a frequent thing for the Be- 
witched people ,to be entertained with Apparitions 
of Ghoſts of murdered people, at the fame time, that 
the Spefres of the witches trouble them. Theſe 
Ghoſts do always aftright the Bcholders, more than 
z1| the other Þearal Repreſentations; and when 
they exhibit themſelves, they cry out, of being 
Murdered by the witchcrafts or other violences of 
the perſons who are then in ſpere preſent. Ir is 
further conſiderable, that once or twice, theſe A4p- 
paritions have been ſecn by others at the very fame 
time that they: have ſhown them ſelves to the Be- 
witched; &\cllom have there becn theſe Apparitions 
but when ſomthing unuſual & ſuſpe&ted had atrend» 
ed theDcath of the party thus Appearing. Somethat 
tave bin accuſed by theſe Apparitions, accolting of 
| the Bewitched People,who had never heard a word 


| of any ſuch perſons, ever being in the world, have 


upon a fair examination freely, and fully, confefied

had given in their Teſtimony, that they had been

ſhould appcar again in the Court. Now, G. B, 
tad been infamous for the Barbarous uſage of his 
two ſuccefiive wives, all the Country over. More- 
over; It was teiti/;*d, the ſpedre of G. B. threatning 
of the ſufferers told them, he had killed ( beſides 
others ) Mrs Lawſon and her Daughter Aw. And 
it was noted, That theſe were the vertuous wife 
and Daughter, of one at whom this G. B. might 
have a prejudice for his being ſerviceable at Sale | 
village, from whence himſclt had in Ill Terms re | 
moved ſome years before : & that when they dy'd, 
which was long ſince, there were ſome odd circum 
ſtances about them, which made ſome of the Atten- 
dents there ſuſpe&t ſomething of witchrafr, tho' 
none Imagined from what Quarter it ſhould come. 
Well, G. B. being now upon his Triall, one of 
the Pewitched perſons was caſt into Horror at 
the Ghoſts of B*'s. two deceaſed wives, ther appear- 
ing betore him, and crying for, Vengeance, agat 


him. Hercupon {everal of the Bewitched perſons 
were ſucceflively called in, who all not knowing 
what the former had ſeen and ſaid, concurred in | 
their Horror, of the Apparition, which they att 

med, that he had before him. But he ,tho* m 

appalled, utcerly deny*d that he diſcerned ay thin 
64 it; hor Was it any part of his Convitfvon. 
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IV Judicious Writers, have affigned it a great place; 
in the Conviction of witches, when perſons are Impea- 
ched by other Notorious witches $0 be as Ill as themſelves; 
eſpecially, if the perſons have been mnch noted for neglett- 
mg the Worſhip of God. Now, as there might have 
been Teſtimonies Enough ofs G. B's. Antipathy to 
Prayer and the other Ordinances of God, tho* by 
his prc f:ffion ſingularly obliged thereunto ; fo, there 
now came in againſt the priſoner, the Teſtimonies 
>| ſeveral perſons, who confeiſed their own havin 
been Horrible Witches, and ever fince their confeſht- 
ons had been themſelves terribly Tortured by the 
Devils and other Witches, even like the other Suf- 
ferers; and therein undergone the pains of many 
Deaths for their Confeſlions. 

Theſe now Teſtify*d, that G. B. had been at 
Witch-Meetings with them ; and that he was the 
Perſon who had Seduced and Compelled them into 
the ſnares of Witchcraft : That he promiſed them 
Fine Cloaths, for doing it ; that be brought Poppets 
to them, and thorns to ſlick into. thoſe Poppets, tor 
the afiting of other _—_ : Ard that he ex- 
horted them, with the reſt of the Crue, to be- 
witch all Salem-Village,but beſare to do it Gradually, 
it they would prevall in what they did.
